The Vulcan District Recreation Centre’s fund raising 
drive designed at an objective of $85,000 takes place next 
Monday, June 15. 

It is hoped that between the committee of the Recrea¬ 
tion Centre, other volunteers and those from service clubs and 
other organizations, about 50 canvassers will cover the town 
and district. 

Purchase of the Meadowlark Park curling rink at Cal¬ 
gary has made this renewed project possible and the plan Is 
to have it dismantled, shipped to Vulcan and re-erected this | 
fall with an additional 50 feet of length added. An agreement J 
of purchase has already been signed with rink owner Bill j 
Wearmouth of Bill Wearmouth Holdings Ltd. whose firm has j 
already shipped several loads of the building to its future site J 
at the Armouries block. Cost of the building, ice plant and its ! 
delivery is $30,000 of which $10,000 has already been paid by j 
the Centre. Estimated cost of the rebuilding Is $55,000, giving j 
a minimum objective of $85,000. ! 

Planned location for the community centre is the west ! 
half of the Armouries block and helpful in its financing will j 
be the possibility of a winter works grant this year and the j 
likelihood of further assistance from the Federal Cultural and ■ 
Industrial Loans Act.

A meeting organized by financial chairman Ross White 
was to be held Wednesday of this week to complete plans 
for the Monday canvass. If possible a breakfast will be held 
Monday morning after which the group will go out to their 
calls on residents. 

The complete project — banquet and auditorium space, 
accommodation for scouts and young people's groups and arti¬ 
ficial ice arena all under one roof — has been the objective 
of the Recreation Centre committee and is favored by the 
general public. The time now has come for the public to re¬ 
spond with the vital cash and pledges to make this very neces¬ 
sary part of this district's future, a reality. 

The Advocate endorsed the earlier plan of renovation of 
the old arena with some reservations but is in complete agree¬ 
ment with the new project, its location and general plan. The 
future recreational progress of this district is dependent on a 
building such as this and its Importance should be compared 
with our new school addition, waterworks, senior citizens home : 
and other services, all of which have a most decided impact 
on the town.

GRAIN & FEED 


Conservation 


Of all the “Weeks” which try to focus attention 
of some product, activity or gimmick, one which 
seems to come closer to the original purpose of such 
publicity is National Wild Life Week, which has re¬ 
cently concluded. 

Its theme, “Canadians Need Outdoor Recreation; 
Act Now To Provide For the Future” is particularly 
timely at this stage of our national development and 
tries to focus attention on the waste of land and 
natural resources and needless loss of much of our 
wilderness areas to the rapid encroachment of man’s 
civilization. 

The Canadian Wildlife Federation, with its af¬ 
filiation to provincial sporting groups such as Fish 
& Game, shows the need for action now to provide 
adequate opportunity for outdoor recreation in the 
future. Almost three-quarters of Canada’s population 
live in urban aras and are finding more leisure time 
for outdoor recreation, not in their back yards, but 
along rivers, streams, lakes and in the mountains. 

Coupled with this booming population is the un¬ 
precedented expansion of industry, home building and 
city growth and now we find a crisis upon us. Al¬ 
though not so prevalent yet in this area Canadians 
are being faced with a lack of unspoiled out-of-doors 
areas for recreation. Cities sprawl out in row after 
row of housing with no thought to sparing the natural 
beauty spot that could bring enjoyment to all nearby; 
burned forests now lay bare lands that can never 
support an agricultural economy; we are still drain¬ 
ing wetlands, those oases of wildlife; and have al¬ 
lowed industry and municipalities to mushroom at 
random in places where their wastes must pollute 
water and air. 

Even in our province of light population many 
can compare the heavy traffic and pressure along 
such nearby streams as Willow Creek and the High- 
wood now as opposed to 10 or 15 years ago and one 
trip to either Calgary or Lethbridge brings home the 
impact of city expansion. 

The attention of the public must be directed at 
its own created need for outdoor areas. If this prob¬ 
lem is not faced and action is not taken, our loss will 
be immeasurable and permanent.

The size and type of farm is not 
important. It is the family itself 
which counts. Neighbors of a 
Master Farm Family point to them 
as representing sound farming 
practices, good citizenship and cap¬ 
able community leadership. 

A family must be Canadian citi¬ 
zen to be eligible for a Master 
Farm Family Award. The head of 
the family must be the owner- 
operator or the lease-operator of 
the land and he must have spent 
at least 20 consecutive years run¬ 
ning the farm. Military service will 
be accepted in lieu of time on the 
farm. 

The District Agriculturist’s ter¬ 
ritory is the first unit of selecton. 
Candidates are judged by a local 
committee appointed by the Minis¬ 
ter of Agriculture. The committee 
is composed of a District Agricul¬ 
turist, a District Home Economist, 
a resident farmer and a resident 
larm woman. Candidates accepted 
by the district committee will com¬ 
pete on a regional basis and be 
scored by a regional committee. 
The province is divided into five 
regions, approximating the five 
soil zones. Only one Master Farm 
Family can be chosen for each re¬ 
gion in one year and no award is 
made for a region unless there is 
a candidate worthy of the honour. 

Nominations must be made on 
the forms available from District 
Agriculturists. The forms must be 
signed by at least three neighbors 
and returned to the D.A. office not 
later than June 30th.
